Larry and I propose the following response: 

Background 

TANF provides a fixed annual block grant of about $16.5 billion to states, territories, and Washington, 

DC. Eaeh state’s block grant (or State Family Assistanee Grant) is equal to its peak expenditures on AFDC- 
related programs between FY 1992 and FY 1995; the amount is fixed and has not changed sinee TANF’s 
inception. 

In order to receive its full federal block grant, states must meet a Maintenance-of-Effort (MOE) requirement, 
which means they must maintain state expenditures for “eligible families” to receive benefits and services 
related to TANF purposes in an amount equal to at least 80 pereent of state spending in FY 1994 for AFDC 
programs related to cash assistance, emergency assistance, job training, and child care (about $11.1 
billion). This amount is reduced to 75 pereent (about $10.4 billion) if a state meets its work participation rates. 

TANF funds monthly cash assistance payments to low-income families with children, as well as a wide range of 
services that are “reasonably calculated” to address the program’s four broad purposes. These are to: 

(1) provide assistanee to needy families so that children may be cared for in their own homes or in the 
homes of relatives; 

(2) end the dependence of needy parents on government benefits by promoting job preparation, work, 
and marriage; 

(3) prevent and reduee the incidenee of out-of-wedloek pregnaneies and establish annual numerieal 
goals for preventing and reducing the incidence of these pregnancies; and 

(4) encourage the formation and maintenance of two-parent families. 

States have broad flexibility to design and implement programs, including determinations on the type and 
amount of assistanee payments, the range of services to be provided, the rules for determining who is eligible 
for benefits, and issue sub-awards to local organizations. 
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Questions 

(1) The grant to the Family Value Resouree Institute is from the state of Louisiana, and is not direetly from 
HHS. Louisiana ean use its TANF bloek grant to fund loeal organizations as long as those organizations 
are earrying out a program that meets one of the TANF purposes. In order to reeeive its full federal 
bloek grant of $163,971,985 annually, Louisiana must meet a Maintenanee-of-Effort (MOE) 
requirement. A breakdown of how Lousiana reported spending its TANF and MOE funds in FY 2014 
ean be found here: http://www.aefhhs.gov/programs/ofa/tanf-and-moe-2014 . 

(2) HHS has not played any role in the funding level for the Family Value Resouree Institute. The TANF 
bloek grant funding for Louisiana, as with all states, has stayed eonstant. 

(3) Yes, as noted above, states have broad flexibility to design and implement programs, ineluding 
determinations on the type and amount of assistanee payments, the range of serviees to be provided, the 
rules for determining who is eligible for benefits, and issue sub-awards to loeal organizations.
